apnea reduce tlie oyxgen I take in and can use. Also my heart beat3 rather slowly and that 
also rncand the available oxygen is reduced* So I sat and read for about an hour until I 
felt I was again up to ptdsent snuff*

yesterday, reporting Army intelligence surveillances of blacks going back to World War I* 

^t had 7 or 8 agents spying on king at the time of his assassination, the story says, 
according to 1 a.m* yesterday CBS radio net news*

.relevant but he lov€il them dearly* He seems to have broken off when I sent him the FBI 
records making it clear there is nothing to his egg s^sausage approach. 

Ho was quite excited about the story* Ho says tlie C-A lias fcliree full pages on the inside 
plus what it lias on the front page. lie promised to go right out, get a copy, and mail me the 
stories, for from his account thore are three* This will make copying and using the copy 
awkward so if you want that story it will# be easier for you to use if you get one from 
the paper* If you do not wo con copy it for you. p.:rliaps you might get a copy from one 
of the services tliat provide typod copies of stories and new3 firom radio or TV* 

The C-A was a very reactuonary paper when I was there. Its city editor, Angjis He Eachem, 
proaoUiced IlcCarmn, v/as openly antagonist to me. He lot me look at what they had in the 
morgue but ho would not lot me make copies of anything. Turnout that he is nottf^fche top 
editor with the death of the man he succeeded. When I asked Wayne about him Wayne replied, 

,f Uliy ho worked for the FBI! n Wayne's c:q)lanation of his going with so sensational a story 
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is that with all the time and money invented in it undo* the editor he followed he did 
not dare not use it properly. He may be' correct. But if he did work for the FBI, and my 
recollection of tliat report is that lie was a clerk while coins to college, pinning so much 
of the domestic spying on the A««y can tend to relieve the FBI some. Maybe not.
